Practically all the building trades unions are will- 
ing to submit the question of wage reductions to 
arbitration, according to- William Hutcheson, presi- 
‘dent of the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America. This statememt, coming imme- 
diately after a meeting of the executive council of 
the building trades department of the American 
ponesganN of Labor, may be taken as the semi- 
official expression of opinion of that body.

-and helping to keep up rents in Chicago, Boston, 
Philadelphia, and numerous other cities.

On his cheek, jaw and neck just below 
the jaw are twenty-five ragged scars the 
like of those which I see almost daily. 

An article by MacKee quoted says at 
times the excoriations may be produced 
by the habit of picking at every slight 
elevation on the skin. This picking or 
digging may be quite unintentional and 
In mild cases it is limited to an un- 
conscious habit of passing the hand over 
the face while deeply absorbed in study, 
locating a little fough spot and digging 
with the finger nail until an excoriation 
is effected. 

If a crust comes, it {s picked off re- 
peatedly, thus causing the lesion to per- 
sist for months, 

In the more pronounced cases the 
habit Is almost uncontrollable and the 
person finds it difficult or almost impos- 
sible to avoid picking at little islands of 
epithelial débris. It is a nervous habit, 
the same kind of Impulse that makes one 
bite the nails, chew the mustache, bite 
the lips and suck the thumb. 

Another type is that in which the per- 
son has a mania for picking at sores 
of various kinds for the purpose of pro- 
moting healing or to remove foreign 
bodies suppo to be present.

to move on the street. 

Here, for example, is a house owner 
who can rent to Smith for $80, but the 
present tenant, Jones, seeks to compel 
the owner to rent it to him for $60. What 
*kind of a new system is that? How 
would Jones like this system applied to 
himself? 

Suppose Jones had made a contract to 
work for a year for $3,000 and at the end 
of the year another man offers him $4,000 
a year. But his present employer throws 
up his hands in dismay and seeks some 
kind of legal action to compe! Jones to 
keep on working at the same salary. How 
would that look?

years of fishing throughout the , 

middle west, I spent last sum- 

mer’s .vacation at Cass Lake, 
Minn. It would take a big book to de- 
scribe adequately the fishing to be had 
in this region. “ Muskie lakes, bass 
lakes, pike lakes, bass streams, trout 
streams literally litter up the land- 
scape. It is a region particularly of 
famous lakes. Among them, to men- 
tion but a few, are: Cass, Winnibigo- 
shis, Ball Club, Little Wolf. Big Wolf, 
Buck, Long, Little, and Big - Rice. 


Second, Third, Leech, all within strik-} 
ing distance, as is the headwaters of 


the Mississippi. 


The excellent accommodations to be 
had at Cass Lake and vicinity add to, 
the pleasures. I stepped at se ral} 
places, and in each case found e 
board excellent and the prices moder- 
ate. There are plenty Pf good guides | 
in the region, or one Can rent boat, 
with or without outboard motor, at a 
fair price. 

The angler who wants to get a big 
muskie will have good chances here, 
while the bass and pike fishing would 
be hard to beat anywhere. I found 
spoons and pork rind or any of the 
patent pork rind baits good producers 
in this region... I caught some large 
muskies, and attribute my success to 
using smaller spoons than are favored 
by resident anglers, getting my fish on 
No. 5. 


Cass’Lake is 225 miles north of the 
Twin Cities and is reached by the Soo 
Line. It is on the Wonderland Trail,.

Gelatin Strgwherry Mousse. 


—— 


There are at least four sorts of | 


things served as mousses or “ mosses ” 
today. One is amere sundae. Another 
is a mixture of ice cream and whipped 
cream—quickly @mbined. Another, or 
probably the realest mousse, consists of 
whipped cream (frozen with certain 
sweetened foundations. Another is 
made with gelatin and is therefore, 
says a certain creditable cook book 
writer, really a ns cream. I dis- 
agree. 

She also says it takes four hours to 
freeze such, but I froze the one de- 
scribed below in the same outfit and in 
the same length of time as some with- 
out gelatin—two hours—and the gela- 
‘tin mousse had twice the bulk of the 
others. This recipe, packed in a small 
melon mold, was used: 
| One cup of strawberries, one-half cup | 
‘of sugar, juice of half an orange, one | 
teaspoon of lemon juice, one-fourth tea- 
ispoon of salt, two teaspoons of | 
‘soaked in one tablespoon of cold water 
and then in two tablespoons of boiling | 
water, three-fourths of a cup of cream 
‘or a whole cup. 

Add the sugar to the strawberries 
and allow to stand half an hour, then 
mash and strain. Stir the gelatin into 
the strawberries and add orange and 
iémon juice. Whip the cream and fold 
it gradually into the gelatinized straw- 
berries. Then pack and freeze in half 
salt and half finefy pounded ice. 

This will be a deep pink mousse, and 
because of the extra amount of water 
present it should not be left too tong 
‘in ice and salt. If, after the cream is 


folded in, the mixture still seems wet

An attack upon the constitutionality 
of the Volst act was launched in 
the federal cOurts yesterday by At- 
torney Levy Mayer, representing Louis 
Rosenfield and F. W. Haprison, officialx 
of the Sunnybrook Distilling company.
